DIES SUDDENLY. 


a Few Hours After Death 
- of Thomas A. Moran 
in Same Place, 


PERITONITIS THE CAUSE. 


Wife and Her Niece Who Had 
Just Come from Europe with 
Him When the End 

Came. 


Arthur J. Caton of Chicago died suddenly 
last night In New York City. His death was 
caused by acute peritonitis and occurred in 
the Waldorf-Astoria hotel at8p.m. Another 
citizen of Chicago, ex-Judge Thomas A. 
Moran, had died as suddenly in the same 
hotel éighteen hours eariies. 

A long distance telephone message brought 
the first word of the death of Mr. Caton. It 
came to Mr. and Mrs. Augustus N. Eddy, 
1601 Michigan avenue. Mrs. Caton and her 
niece, Miss Katherine Eddy, who landed 
from Burope on the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse on Wednesday, were with Mr. Caton 
at the time. 

Mr. Caton’s death was utterly unexpected 
by his friends or family. No news of his 
illness reached Chicago till 6 o’clock yester- 
day evening, when Mrs. Caton telephoned to 
her sister, Mrs. Eddy, that her husband had 
been suddenly attacked by peritonitis and 
that his condition was extremely serious. 

Dr. E. G. Jaheway was summoned and did 
what was possible for the relief of the pa- 
tient, but the end came soon afterward. 


In New York to Meet Wife. 


Mr. Caton left Chicago last Saturday, ac- 
companied by Mr. Eddy. to meet his wife and 
Mrs. Eddy and her daughter, who returned 
on We@nesday from a summer in England 
and on the continent. 

“ Mr. Caton’s health had been failing for 
some time,”’ said Mr. Eddy last night, “ but 
no one* expected a fatal termination to his 
indisposition. He seemed in the best of spir- 
its yesterday when I left him to come west 
with Mrs, Eddy.” 

The horse show was the last event in Chi- 
cago with which Mr. Caton was prominently 
connected, and a remark of his mede at that 
time is recalled as a possible foreboding of 
his sudden déath. After guiding his four-in- 
hand coach through a dangerous mixup in 
the ring with the uncontrollable team of J. 
Hobart Moore he turned to a friend and said: 

* This is my last horse show; I must step 
down and out.” 

Breeder of Horses. ‘ - 
Mr. Caton’s love of horse was one of his 


prominent characteristics. his exten- 
sive farm at Ottawa, Ill., Where he was born 


giifty-six years ago, be bred and drove thor- 


life and was an organizer and director of 
the Chicago Horse Show association. His 
four in hand driving ‘made him one of the 
leading amateur whips of the country. 

To his fondness for horses Mr. Caton added 
an interest in the various institutions main- 
tained for the improvement in the breeding 
of dogs. He was at one time president of 
the Mascoutah Kennel club and maintained 
an extensive kennel on his country’ estate. 
Love of open air exercise caused Mr. Caton 
to become one of the first Chicago men to take 
up golf. He played at Wheaton and was 
president of the Chicago Golf club for one 
term. 

With the birth and growth of the Chicago 
club Mr. Caton’s Chieago career was most 


' closely bound up. He was president of the 


club for six years and was only succeeded 
last fall by John M. Clark because he was 
unwilling again to run for office. In 1883 he 
joined the Washington Park club and de- 
voted much attention to that institution 
when it was in the heyday of its prosperity. 
Other social bodies that owe much to Mr. 
Caton’s genius for club making and club 
building are the Saddle and Cycle club, the 
Chicago Athletic club, and the Onwentsia 
giub. 
Son of Judge Caton of Ottawa. 

Mr. Caton was the son of Judge John D. 
Caton of Ottawa, who was a pioneer in the 
legal and judicial development of Illinois. 
Judge Caton sent his son to Phillips acad- 
emy at Andover to prepare for college, and 
from that school the young man entered 
Yale university. He spent a year in New 
Haven and then went to Hamilton college, 
from which he was graduated at the age of 
22. He immediately afterwards was admit- 
ted to the bar in New York. ' 

The practice of law Mr. Caton began In 
Chicago in the offices of Williams & Thomp- 
son. The ample fortune left him by his 
father enabled him, however, to indulge his 
inclination for travel, and during the closing 
years of his life he withdrew from the active 
duties of his profession andggave himself up 
to the management of his estate. 


Athlete in Younger Days. 


In college he gained athletic training as an 
Oarsman and a sprinter, and this foundation 


yenabled him to retain his physical powers 


and to be entirely untroubled by ill-health. 
Mr. Caton made two or three trips around 
the world and visited Japan before modern 
civiligation had made inroads upon it. Some 
years ago he made an extensive tour through 
China and the far east. ai 

In “‘riding circuit ” with the judges of the 
northern [llinois district during the 80s 
Judge Caton came often to Chicago and was 
in a measure a resident here, so that much 
of the property inherited by his son had its 
interests centered in Cook county. This was 
one of the reasons which led Arthur Caton 
to make this city his home, although he never 
gave up the family seat at Ottawa. 

It was at Ottawa that Mr. Caton met Miss 
Delia Spencer, who became his wife. Miss 
Spencers’ father was one of the founders of 
the hardware firm of Hibbard, Spencer, Bart- 
lett & Co., and she was a leader in the 
younger society set of that day when she 
determined to go to the Ottawa farm for a 
brief rest. There she met Mr. Caton, to 
whom she became engaged after a brief court- 


ship. 
_ Receiver of a Railroad. 

In business circles, beyond his connection 
with Wisconsin and Michigan lumber lands 
and his local real estate holdings, Mr. Caton 
was chiefly known for his successful winding 
up of the affairs of thé Chicago and Southern 
railway. Although a comparatively young 
man when he was appointed receiver of this 


management of the property and brought its 
tangled intricacies to an unexpectedly favor- 
able conclusion. 

In the social life of Chicago both Mr. and

Hapsburg Dynasty Blamed for 
Burdens of 600 Years. 


ECHO OF INNSBRUCK AFFAIR 


Mob in Reme Makes Demonstration 
Against Consulate. 


VIENNA, Nov. 18.—Herr Pernerstorfer, 
one of the socialist leaders, made a violent 
attack on the Imperial dynasty in thereichs- 
rath this afternoon. Referring to the lnns- 
bruck affair, he alleged that the highest 


{nflvences had been used to prevent a har- 


monious understanding being reached be- 
tween Germans and Italians within the mon- 
archy, adding that eettlement of national 
differences in the Tyrol were now rendered 
impossible for many years. 

The speaker charged the dynasty with he- 
ing responsible for all the unhappy condi- 
tions prevailing in Austria. The Hapsburgs, 
he said, had always regarded the country as 
an object of exploitation and had been a 
burden upon the people for 600 years. The 
members of the imperial family were not 
even prominent for personal qualities. The 
women, he asserted, were bigots and the 
men clerical partisans, mostly ignorant and 
uneducated. He concluded with character. 
izing the Hapsburgs as the evil fortune of 
the realm. 


Mob Moves on Embassy. 


ROME, Nov. 18.—A demonstration.against 
the Austrian embassy and consulate was 
made today following an impressive meeting 
at the Quirino theater to protest against the 
Innsbruck affair. 

The demonstration had been anticipated 
by the authorities and precautions had been 
taken accordingly. At all the streets open- 
ing into the Plaza police, carbineéers, ber- 
saglier!, and cavalry had been stationed, and 
these halted and turned back the mob from 
the vicinity of the embassy. 

At the meeting In the Quirino theater the 
speeches were frequently interrupted with 
applause mingled with invectives against 
Austria. An order of the day embodying the 
opinions expressed by the speakers was voted 
by acclamation and amidst cries of “ Long 
Live Italy " and “ Garibaldi Forever.” 7 

Following is the text of the order of the 
day: 

“ Before the events at Innsbruck, where 
moral and material violence was accom- 
plished by ferocious Teutonic intransigeance 
against young Italians obliged to ask for- 
eign hospitality and culture, Rome raises 
before civilized people of all countries the 
protest of Latin sentiment against German 
int lerance aroused and favored by the Aus- 
trian imperial policy, and calls peoples and 
governments as witnesses of these unheard 
of persecutions.’’ 

Riot, Parliament Prorogued. 

BUDA-PESTH, Nov. 18.—The Hungarian 
parliament was prorogued tonight in the 
midst of a riot. The lower house early in the 
day had voted to hold afternoon sessions in 
addition to .ne morning sittings. Previous 
to the vote the Hungarian opposition left 
the house, singing the Kossuth hymn, Fran- 
cls Kossuth having declared that the Hun- 
garians would never agree to such an illegal 
procedure. 

President of the -Chamiber De Perczel tried 
to put to a vote the motion dealing with.ob-

PAUL MORTON SUDDENLY ILL. 


Secretary of Navy Excuses Himself from 
New York Banquet After Speaking 
but a Few Minutes. 


New York, Nov. 18.—Secretary Paul Mor- 
ton of the navy was taken ill this evening 
at the dinner of the Society of Naval Ar- 
chitects and Marine Engineers at Del- 
monico's. He had been assigned to respond 
to the toast, “The President of the United 
States,”’ and he represented President Roose- 
velt at the banquet.

PUTS BLAME ON STRAIN. 


Football Victims Are Led to Make 
Strange Statements. 


Football players, according to Jere De- 
trainer of Northwestern university 
eleven, are subject to an ailment similar to 
softening of the brain, which leads not only 
to the making of peculiar statements but 
causes strange actions which sometimes are 
amusing. 

The exact cause of the trouble, Trainer 
Delaney said yesterday, he is unable to 
fathom. He declared, however, that it re- 
sults more from the long continued physi- 
cal Mad nervous strain to which the men are 
subjected during the three months of rigid 
training which they are forced to undergo 
than from the blows, kicks, and bumps they 
receive on their skulls during games. 

Only at rare intervals during the football 
season Is a candidate for a university team 
allowed any real recreation. His mind con- 
stantly is concentrated on the theories and 
facts of the game, which are pounded into 
him by his coaches and trainers. 

Danger in the “Day Dreams.” 

Delaney has had considerable experience 
with athletes both in the east and in the 
west. and it is from his close observation 


of their behavior, he says, thet his conclu- 


sions are deduced. 

“It always has been my aim,” he said, 
“not only to keep the men’s bodies in fight- 
ing trim but to watch their mental condi- 
tion and to see that they are not inclined to 
let their thoughts wander to strange, imag- 
inative subjects when they are at rest. 

“Tt is known that every player of the 
game fights his games over and over again in 
his dreams, but only by the men who are in 
closest touch with the players is it recog- 
nized that they are given to constant day 
dreaming, during which they make strange 
motions as if struggling with an imaginary 


opponent.” 
Minds Given to Wandering. 

According to Delaney, the athletes are 
given to almost childish methods of play 
when at rest. An instance related by the 
trainer was of a man who during more than 
an hour pored over a map of the United 
States, drawing lines with his index finger 
an@ imagining he was traveling over the 
country which his finger crossed. 

“From Chicago to Philadelphia to see old 
Penn play,”’ the player mused aloud; “ then 
a trip to Boston—gee, but it’s a long trip—to 
see Harvard. But there’s no game, so let's 
go to the seashore. Rah foraswim! Wow, 
it’s too blasted cold!" Then he drew his 
finger back 200 imaginary miles before he 
could check his flight from the icy waves, 

many more instances are related by De- 
laney, but he aid not laugh over them. On 


the contrary, he says, he constantly is schem- 


ing to relieve the minds of the men so that 
they will stay normal and not be subject to 
the weird processes of a mild form of insanity 
caused by the steady diet of football, foot- 
ball, and nothing else. |

It is reported on apparently good author- 
ity that the meeting of the zemstvos, which 
was scheduled for today, has been postpaned. 


Pleased at American Action. 

At the admiralty here great pleasure is ex- 
pressed over the disposition manifested by 
the commander of the United States cruiser 
New Orleans at Chefoo to join in the protec- 
tion of the Russian torpedo boat destroyer 
Rastoropny against a repetition of the de- 
stroyer Ryeshiteini incident, but this time 
the Russians were determined to take no 
chances of their vessel being cut out and 
Commander Pelem’s advices to the admiralty 
confirm the report that he was under orders 
to blow the Rastoropny up if the Japanese 
appeared off the harbor. 


RUSSIAN ARSENAL EXPLODED. 

TOKIO, Nov. 18/3 p. m.—A telegram from 
Nogi reports the destruction of another Rus- 
sian arsenal and magazine at Port Arthur. 

The Japanese discovered, it is said, the lo- 
cation of the arsenal and centered their 
artillery fire upon it. After dropping 200 
shells in the locality they succeeded in blow- 
ing it up. 

The Japanese are widening their saps and 
are using them to move their guns forward.

CZAR TO BUILD. NEW NAVY 


CONTRACTS WILL BE LET IN AMER- 
ICA, FRANCE, AND GERMANY. 
Vital Importance of Sea Power Russia’s 

Bitterest Leason of the War—Entire 
Fleet Must Be Built — Admiralty 
Piaus to Have Some Warships Con- 
structed Abroad, but Ultimately 
Will Have Great Shipyards at Home 
‘Perts. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 19, 2:6 a m.— 
America is likely to profit, both directly and 
indirectly, from the execution of the large 
naval program which Russia is now elab- 
orating. 

The vital importance of sea power has 
been Russia's bitterest lesson of the war, 
and the government is fully determined that 
the maintenance of the empire's position in 
future as a first class power will be impos- 
sible without an adequate navy. 

If the losses the Pacific fleet has already 
sustained should be followed by disaster to 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky’s squadron it 
will be necessary not only to rebuild the 
whole navy but to increase its strength. 

The immensity of the task seems to be fully 
appreciated. While some of the contracts 


' will be placed abroad, owing to the limited 


facilities of Russian yards (and It is expected 
that at least one big ship will be constructed 
in America), the admiralty’s plans will be 
directed towards ultimate divorce from. de- 
pendence upon foreign shipbuilders by the 
organization at home of vast shipbuilding, 
armor plate, ordnance, and kindred indus- 
tries. For this purpose it is realized, how- 
ever, that foreign builders and specialists 
aust be attracted, and some alluring pros 
pects are likely to present themselves. ~ 
Vikers’ Sons & Maxim, and Armstrong, 
Whitworth & Co., limited, of England have 
already made advances, but owing to the 
anti-English sentiment British firms are not 
meeting with a cordial reception.

The wed- 
ding was fixed for the latter part of Novem- 
ber, but the exact day was not named. 


Must Postpone Wedding. 

Sefior Corea’s trip to Nicaragua will con- 
sume twelve days, and therefore there must 
be another post, nement if the wedding 
takes place, and on this point there appears 
to be considerable doubt. 

There % also considerable speculation as to 
whether the diplomat will return-to this 
country at all, the opinion of the Giplomatic 
corps being about evenly divided. 

All the arrangements for the wedding prac- 
tically had tven completed, and the bride- 
elect was awaiting the arrival of her trous- 
seau from Paris before setting the day for 
the ceremony.

PANAMA REVOLT 
CRUSHED IN TIME 


Prompt Action by United 
States Minister Thwarts 
a Conspiracy. 


GEN. HUBRTAS PUT OUT. 


Isthmus and Marines Are 
‘Near at Hand. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PANAMA, Nov. 18.—The attempted mill- 
tary coup d’état here was discovered and 
frustrated in its incipiency, and matters now 
have assumed ‘definite shape, promising 4 
peaceable solution. When President Ama- 
dor learned of the plot he immediately ap- 
plied to the American legation for assistahce 
in upholding his government. Gen. Huertas, 
chief commander of the army, was prime 
mover in the conspiracy to overthrow the 
government. He -was warned by Mr. Lee, 
the American chargé</affaires, not to make 
the attempt. 

John Barrett, the American minister, ar- 
rived here on Wednesday on his return from 
the United States, and held a conference with 
President. Amador at once. The latter, act- 
ing on Minister Barrett's advice, demanded 
theresignation of Gen. Huertas, on the 
ground that he had been guilty of insubor- 
dination and of inciting mutiny in the army 
against the government. 

Gen. Huertas resigned today, and steps will 


gardec as a source of possible revolution. 

The American squadron will remain at 
Panama for the present.. One company of 
American marines who had been stationed 
at Emperador has been sent to Ancon, where 
it will remain until everything is quiet. No 
rioting has occurred, and it is believed there 
is no probability of further trouble. 

The codperation of the squadron and the 
use of American marines is due to a:re- 
quest made by President Amador in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the treaty of 
the United States with the republic of Pan- 
ama. It is conceded that Gen. Huertas was 
conspiring against the government, acting 
as the instrument of outside disaffected po- 
liticals, not as a representative of Panama. 
The insurrectionary movement was not 
countenanced by liberals or conservatives.

*“ Winifred Campbell,” who also has two 
“aliases,” and who recently attempted to 
induce some of Chicago's prominent business 
fen to subscribe $150 to $500 each toward 
a@ projected book of caricatures, was Ccap- 
tured last night in Kameas City. Hise book of 
Caricatures of Prominent remains 
unpublished. 

‘His arrest was the result of his abandon- 
ing the telephone and appearing in person 
before several of his intended victims there, 
stating boldly either that he wae Mr. Me- 
Cutcheon himself or the artist's agent. 

Detectives Anderson and Elrose were de- 
tafled on the case by Lieut. Réhan. Through 
descriptions of Campbell given by those 
whom be approached, his identity was easily 
established. It was found he was also known 
as William R. Bond and Daniel Maicomb, 
amd that he had a police record. 

Police Send Out Descriptions. 

Obtaining his photographs and measure- 
ments, Chief O'Neill sent these, together 
with a description of the man, to the police 
of Milwaukee and Kansas City, This mat- 
ter was accompanied by a letter under the 
date of Nov. 17, which stated that the police 
would probably find the man staying at 
some leading hotel. A book containing the 
photographs of prominent men, it was said, 
might also be found in his possession. 

A telegram from the police at Kansas City 
received here late last night told the brief 
story of the prisoner’s capture. Whether he 
has been tmpersonating Mr. McCutcheon out- 
side Chicago is not known. 

It was stated.that Campbell had succeeded 
in obtaining a considerable amount of money 
from several well known Chicago business 
men. Their names, however, are guarded 
closely, It was these men who furnished 
the identification, 


Details of Campbell’s Game. 

Campbell's game was to call up some busis¢ 
ness man at his office, state that he was 
Mr. McCutcheon, and was preparing a vol- 
ume of sketches of prominent citizens. There 
would be a little expense attached to it, he 
explained, and added that if his “ customer ” 
would send a check for the amount, inclos- 
ing a photograph, the book would be forth- 
coming. 

The ruse was discovered when Mr. Me- 
Cuteheon's telephone bell called the artist 
at his studio in the Fine Arts building a 
dozen times to answer what were at first 
to-him insane inquiries. 

“How about that book of drawings, Mr. 
McCutcheon? If 1 send my persona! check 
will that be all right?’’ 

Mr. McCutctheon warned the public of the 
game and the operations stopped. The pris- 
oner will be brought to Chicago for a trial. 

Campbell arrived in Kansas City last Sun- 
day accompanied by his wife. He will be 
held here to await the arrival of Chicago 
detectives. He disclaims any knowledge of 
the charges against him in Chicago. He 
says he had trouble in Milwaukee, but get- 
tled with his accusers. 


MINISTER IS SENT TO JAIL. 


Massachusetts Clergyman Found Guilty

The horse was taken early in the mdérn- 
ing from 95 Polk street, where the police 
arrested Joseph Renzino, its owner, as a 
suspect. The horse is believed to have been 
the one which hauled the Italian's body from 
Chicago and Lombardo is thought to have 
been the driver. 


Horse Sleepy Early in Day. 

« Qtd-ap,” cried Shippy, but the steed did 
not budge. After considerable prodding it 
started north, the police hoping it would lead 
them to the spot where Selafani’s body was 
thrown into the lake. The men drove to 
North Clark street and Devon avenue, then 
loosed the reins and let the anima! take its 
own course. it trotted right ahead, head 
down, not interested in the murder, Finally 
it was stopped several blocks north of Bryan 
avenue. and Shippy turned back.

SURPRISE TO THE STATE. 


Witness Says He Testified’ False- 
dy to Hide His Own Neg- 
‘Jeet of Daty. 


Isaac N. Perry's chances for escaping an 
indictment on the charge of arson were 
brightened considerably yesterday when the 
star witness for the prosecution, Watchman 
Frank Bock,. “ corrected". some of the ma- 
terial points In hig testimony relative to his 
movements on the day of the fire in the Chi- 
cago Car and Locomotive works in Hege- 
wisch, 

When the hearing. was resumed in Justice 
Foster’s court in South Chicago, Bock was 
recalled to the stand by Attorney Forrest 
and subjected to a scathing line of questions. 
He retracted his previous testimony about 
going directly back to the works when he left 
Perry at the railroad station on the afternoon 
of Oct, 9, and admitted that he was away 
from the factory for half an hour. <Hils ex- 
euse for his contradictory statement was 
that he wished to conceal the fact that he 
was idling his time. He also brought out 
that the factory yaré was easy of entrance. 


Defense Claims Great Victory. 

These surprising admissions, according to 
the lawyers for the defense, affected deeply 
the general credibility of the witness, and 
destroyed the chain of circumstantial évi- 
dence which the prosecution had been weav-- 
ing around Perry. 

“ While Bock has disappointed us, he has 
retracted none of the story of Perry's move- 
ments, which are unexplainable except upon 
the ground of guilt,” said Attorney Haynie 
R. Pearson. 

Some attempt was made by the state to 
get at the facts in regard to the exact rela- 
tion of the National Bank of North America 
to F. M. Pease, but Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Lindley was not satisfied with the evi- 
dence brought out and will call all the di- 
rectors of the bank to the stand if necessary 
to find out the truth. é; 


Forrest Goes After Bock. 

Bock was called to the stand when court 
convened. He was trembling. Beginning 
with the time when the witness left Perry 
at the factory on the afternoon of Oct. 9, 
Attorney Forrest traced his movements at 
the railroad station, and down to the check 
office of the Western Steel and Foundry 


“Did you meet a man there named Holt 
or Kennedy?’ asked the attorney. 

“ Yes, I saw them both.” 

“Will you swear that you did not stop in 
the check office fifteen minutes?” 

“No. I gat down there awhile.” 

“While you were seated there did not 
gome one tap on the window and say ‘ fire,’ 
and point in the direction of the erecting 
shop?” 

“IT heard a man holler and looking up saw 
the smoke.” 


Lied to Protect Himself. 

“ Now, will you tell the court why it was 
that when you were recalled before by me 
you positively stated that your attention 
was not called to the fire when you were in 

“I did it for this reason. After I left Mr. 
Perry, after the train went away with hi 
I went back. Seefng Holt at the gate’ 
talked to him. Had I not stopped likely I

Homes Waiting in the South.

Blaek Clouds Roll from Chimneys of 
Many Buildings and Settle Inte the 
Downtown Thoroughfares Till Pe- 
destrians Are Half Stified and Blind- 
ed — Peculiar Atmospheric Condi- 
tiens and Indifference to the Law 
the Cause. 


State street at 5 o'clock last night was like 
the Hoosac tunnel o. a large scale. From 
numerous buildings in the dewntown district 
b. ok columns of smoke generated by soft 
coal poured from the chimneys down into the 
crowded street, where thousands of return- 
ing shoppers were wiping their eyes and 
looking up wonderingly at the tail buildings. 

If Rudyard Kipling had been in the city 
te again would have made th: remark that 
the people here “ Dredthe dirt.”” The dirt 
was not breathed from choice, but from ne- 
cessity. Soot, cinders, and smoke spread like 
a pall over the blinded shoppérs, enveloped 
he skyscrapers, settled, and was blown away 
the skyecrapers, settled, and was blown away 
over the lake. 

Peculiar atmosphert: conditions, combined 
with the unchecked volumes of smoke, were 
responsible for the cordition. The city hall, 
where the offices of the smoke inspector are 
located, was one of the worst offenders.

Two FOOTBALL GAMES ENGAGE 
| ATTENTION OF ALL TODAY. 


Northwestern - Minnesota Battle on 
Marshall Field Gives Chicagoans 
Their First Line on the Gophers and 
Their Claim to “Championship” 
Class—Yale and Harvard Meet in An- 
mual Game at New Haven for Sec- 
ondary Honors of the East. 


Today's games mark the close of the foot- 
ball season for several of the leading teams 
of the country, and the rest will finish their 
1904 schédules on Thursday of next week. 
Several, including Michigan and Princeton, 
wound up their year’s work last Saturday. 
In consequence there will be only two games 
of general importance this afternoon—the 
Minnesota-Northwestern contest on Marshall 
field and the Yale-Harvard battle at New 
Haven. 

The meeting of the purple and the Gophers 
in this city gives Chicagoans their only 
chance of the year to see Dr. Williams’ men 
in action, and the game assumes greater im- 
portance because of the claims Minnesota is 
setting up by its unbeaten record to consider- 
ation in the first rank along with Michigan. 
On the early season showing of the Evanston 
team this game would have been interesting 
only for the opportunity it afforded for a line 
on the Gophers, but the strong recovery Mc- 
Cornack’'s men made after their defeat by 
Chicago has added Interest to the affair be- 
cause. of the practical certainty that the 
giants from Minneapolis will be obliged to ex- 
tend themselves to win, and will have to 
show top notch form to escape defeat. 

Dr. Willlams expects to win, and Coach 
McCornack does not claim victory in. ad- 
vance. Neither did he in advance of the Illi- 
nois game, although deep down in his inner 
consciousness he was not surprised by his 


team's victory over the state university. 


Both coaches expect a hard battle today, and 
freely say so. If Northwestern shows as 
much fight today as last Saturday those pre- 
dictions will come true, and if Minnesota is 
troubled by overconfidence there will be some 
bitter medicine for Williams’ men to swal- 
ow. 


The only other “ big nine’ game today is 


that between Illinois and Iowa at Cham- 
paign, in which nothing is exactly at stake, 
as both teams have been beaten this season. 
If the Champaign eleven has recovered its 


spirit and strength after last Saturday’s } 


bruising defeat it should be able to win from 
the Iowans by a comfortable margin. 

In the east the season practically closes 
today with the Yale-Harvard game in New 
Haven and the Dartmouth-Brown game in 
Boston. Yale is a pronounced favorite over 
the crimson in the betting, and unless Har- 
vard has come fast in the last fortnight the 
blue ought to wave on top tonight. But 
Harvard has a way of improving rapidly just 
before the final test and it has had incentive 
enough for improvement in the defeat at the 
hands of Pennsylvania and the tie with 
Dartmouth.

publicly confident, while Yale is, It is tradi- 
tional that Yale is most openly sanguine in 
advance of a game it expects to lose, while 
Harvard gloom is a sign of concealed 
strength.. However, all signs fail at times. 
Although both crimson and blue have been 
trailed in the dust this year, there is as 
great interest as ever in the meeting of these 
ancient rivals, and one of the biggest crowds 
of the year will make the journey to Yale 
field: A’ victory for Harvard will give Penn- 
sylvania a good claim to first honors in the 
east, while a victory for Yale will complicate 
matters beyond untangling this year. 
Pennsylvania is one unbeaten eleven in the 
east and Dartmouth is the other, consequent- 
ly the New Hampshire men have much at 
stake in today’s game with Brown, which 
has met defeat at the hands of Yale, a team 
‘harms Dartmouth has not faced this year.

SAVE THE SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

School attendance is compulsory. For 
several hours during each schoo! day large 
and gmail children are kept in crowded class- 
rooms. It is the duty of those: who have 
charge of the children to see to it that their 
health does not suffer by reason of that en- 
forced, attendance. The rooms they occupy 
must not be overheated or too cold. There 
must be thorough ventilation. The evils 
of foul air are fully understood now. All 
intelligent people appreciate the need of 
perfect cleanliness as the greatest enemy of 
microbes and the diseases they cause. 

It is a crime todo anything which imperils 
the health of the school children. The seeds 
of disease will be sown amoung them'if the 
rooms in which they have to sit for hours 
are allowed to be used by other persons for 
miscellandous purposes. President Gomp- 
ers has suggested that the trades unions 
be allowed to hold their meetings in the 
schoolrooms, so that they may not be 
obliged to hire halls or to gather in saloons. 
The idea of diverting those rooms from their 
only lawful purpose did not originate with 
him. The first suggestion was that local 
improvement associations be allowed to use 

em. The advantages of getting a comfort- 
able room rent free appealed to all, and men 
and women of many kinds wish to utilize the 
schoolrooms for social, industrial, economic, 
and various other purposes. . 

If permission be given to one, it will fin- 
ally be given to all. There will be no dis- 
crimination. Should there be a cold winter 
and many houseless tramps on the streets 
unthinking charity workers will demand 
that the schoolhouses be made lodging 
houses, as police stations and the city hall 
| corridors once, were, Let down the bars 
ever so little, and the schoolrooms will be 
flied night after night by persons who, 
whether clean or dirty, will leave behind 
thent a poisoned atmosphere and the germs 
of deadly diseases. It may be possible for 
janitors to remove the visible dirt before the 
children arrive in the morning, but they 
cannot remove the invisible microbes or the 
small vermin the evening visitors may have 
left behind them... 

- “The doors of the schoolrooms should be 
shut against all but the children. It is 
argued that the’ schoo} buildings belong to 
“the people,” and that’ the people,” mean- 
ing all who do not wish to rent a hall to 
meet in, should be allowed their free use, 
with heat thrown in. The buildings are 
public property, but they can rightfully be 
used only for the single purpose of instruct- 
ing children without injury to their health, 
The board of education should not wantonly 
expose their bodies to disease while it is 
improving their minds. 


LEGAL STATUS OF THE SIGN BOARD. 

The appearance of sign boards in the New 
York subway is calling out general protest 
among the people who use the new means 
ef transportation. This protest is taking 
practical form through the Municipal Art 
league. It was hoped when the subway was 
built that-it would not be disfigured by.the 
signs which overrun the American land- 
seape generally. In the contract between 
the Board of Rapid Transit and the com- 
pany which leases the subway it is stated 
that it is “ the policy of the city that public 
property shall net be obstructed, disfigured, 
or made ugly by advertisements.” As 
the board has the anthority to regniate the 
advertising in the subway it is hoped that

Lord Baring was supported at.the grave of 
his wife by his father, the late Darl North- 
brook, and by sister, then unmarried 
and now Lady Crichton, the Barings 
having always been noted for their clannish 
disposition ‘to stick-to one another when in 
trouble, It is this, indeed, that renders 
them so great a social power, not merely in 
financial circles but also in politics and espe- 
cially-‘in society. Indeed, they virtually con- 
trol several of the best London clubs, 

A number of years later Lord Baring mar- 
ried a second time, his wife being Lady Aber- 
cyombie, widow of Sir Robert Abercrombie, 

e latter a bald headed and dissipated look- 
ing little man who was over here at the time 
of the Centennial exhibition in 1876, and 
aroused much comment by his extraordinary 
success at cards. He was chief of the great 
Scotch: clan of Abercrombie and descended 
from that Sir Alexander Abercrombie who 
took such a prominent part on the side of 
| Oliver Cromwell against King Charles I., 
apd who was the first baronet of the so- 
called Nova Scotia baronets. These Nova 
Scotia ‘baronets do not bear the “ bloody 
hand” upon their escutcheons as do ordi- 
nary baronets, and they were originally creat- 
ed for the purpose of promoting the colon- 
ization of Nova Scotia. Fifteen thousand 
dollars was paid for the honor, and in return 
the payer received a patent of baronetcy and 
@ grant of land in England’s transatlantic 
eolonies. The present head of the Aber- 
grombie clan is young Sir George Abercrom- 
bie, stepson of the new Lord Northbrook. 

The new Lady Northbrook is a pretty 
woman, tall and graceful, with a cloud of 
pale golden hair, and is by birth a member 
of that old Irish house of Coote, which has 
so many old colonial associations with this 
country, one of its members in particular, the 
earl of Bellamont, having achieved much 
fame as a reform governor of New York, 
where a monument ifs now being erected over 
his tomb in old Trinity churchyard. 

Whereas the late Lord Northbrook was a 

esman “‘ par excellence,” and had served 
a term ‘as viceroy of India, besides having 
repeatedly held cabinet office, the new earl 
is above everything else a soldier and a trav- 
, eler, and has no actual share in the manage- 
ment of the great banking house which; con- 
stituted the foundation of the family fortunes 
—a foundation in which American dollars 
played-a notable role. 


The Barings are of German origin, Franz 
Baring, the original ancestor, having been 
a minister of the Lutheran church at Bremen 


It was his son, Francis, who emigrated to 
England, secured naturalization as an Eng- 
ac- 
quired a fortune in the wool trade, and en- 
tered parliament, where he represented the 


ury. His son Francis was chairman of the 
Hast India company during those fateful 
|} years when the great Sultan Tippoo of My- 
sore was being conquered, and when Sir 
Arthur Wellesley, afterwards dike of Well- 
ington, was winning his spurs by adding to 
the British empire in Hindustan. 

The real founder of the family fortunes, 
however, was Alexander Baring. second son 
of Sir Francis, and he may be said to have 
been the first Englishman of note to marry 
an American heiress—namely, the elder 
daughter of United States Senator William 
Bingham of Philadelphia, whose dowry, est!- 
mated at $5,000,000, was invested in the house 
of Baring in Bishopsgate street, London,.and 
enabled it to branch out on a huge scale. 
In fact, thanks to this, its was able fif- 
teen or sixteen years later to loan 40,000,000 
francs to the French government for the war 
payments at the time when France was oc- 
cupied by the allied armies in 1815, and with 
reference to this enterprise one of Napo- 
leon's marshals is said to have remarked 
that there were six great powers in Europe— 
namely: England, France, Russia, Austria, 
Prussia, and Baring Brothers. 

This Alexander Baring was raised to the 
house of lords as Lord Ashburton, played a 
considerable role at Washington during the 
presidencies of Andrew Jackson and Martin 
Van Buren, and negotiated the Ashburton 
treaty between the United States and Great 
Britain. 

Lord Ashburton’s elder brother was Sir 
Thomes Baring, whose own eldest son was 
the first Lord Northbrook, and a grandson 
of Sir Thomas was the late Thomas C. Bar- 
ing, who in 1859 married Miss Susan Minturn 
of New York, his own son, Harold, being now 
married to a daughter of John Augustus 
Churchill of New York. : 

Another of the first Lord Ashburton’s 
brothers was Henry Baring, M. P., who mar- 
ried a younger daughter of United States 
Senator William Bingham of Philadelphia. 
But this union did not turn out happily and 
after it had been dissolved by divorce Henry 
Baring married again, and it is from this 
secona matrimonial alliance of his that are 
descended the earl of Cromer,. England's 
plenipotentiary in Egypt; the earl of Revel- 
etoKe, and his next brother and heir, the Hon. 
Cecil ‘Baring, who, like so many other mem- 
bers of his family, is married to an Amer- 
ican woman, a daughter of the late Pierre 
Lorillard and formerly the wife of T. Suffern 
Tatler. 4 

The Barings have a branch office in New 
York, at the head of which is the Hon. Hugo 
Baring, one of the younger brothers of Lord 
Revelstoke, and it is pleasant to be able to 
add that the house has completely recovered 
from fits temporary difficulties in 1890 result- 
ing from near a century of titanic war with 
the Rothschilds. The NMabilities of the firm 
at the time were over. $20,000,000. But the 
entire family came forward with its large pri- 
vate fortunes, and so great was the confi- 
dence in the firm that the Bank of England, 
in connection with seven large Scotch banks, 
advanced the money necessary to tide them 
over their difficulties, which have been en- 
tirely wiped out, the firm of Baring Brothers 
standing today higher than ever. Indeed, 
‘the only thing that serves to recall the sen- 
eational smash of this house (which until 
1890 had charge of all the foreign finances of 
the Russian government and possibly still 
manages them today) is the fact that the late 
Lord Reveletoke’s London mansion, and his 
wonderful collection of art treasures, have 
passed into other hands. 


From the above it will be seen that the 
Barings are represented in the house of 
lords by three earls—namely: Lord North- 
brook, Lord Revelstoke, and Lord Cromer, 
and by a baron-—-namely: Lord Ashburton, 
while their importance In the upper house of 
the national legislature is further strength- 
aned by the number of other peers who have 
married into the Baring family, which has 
to its crédit at least a dozén matrimonial 
alliances with the United States.

OCIALISM, in one form or another, 
old as human society... No mon- 
archy was ever so despotic, no dem- 
ocracy ever so free that at least a few 
of the people living under it did not- 
think how they might improve the social 
conditions of themselves and their fellows. 
Plato wrote his “ Republic twenty-three 
centuries ago in’ democratic Athens. Sir 
Thomas More dreamed of “ Utopia” and 
Lord Bacon of his ** New Atlantis” under 
the iron rule of the Tudors. : 
Literature of this fanciful Utopian sort 
grew especially.prevalent and popular in the 
latter part of the eighteenth century, and 
the first half of the nineteenth. Rousseau 
by his “ Social Gontract* helped hurry on 
the French revolution. Cabei, Saint Simon, 
and Fourier in France, Robert Owen in Eng- 
land, and other writers of high ability and 
broad human sympathies, criticised. keenly 
the existing social order and advocated 
schemes more or less fantastic for its amend- 
ment. Many attempts were also made to 
realize practically the ideals of socialists. 
Owen, who was the wealthiest manufacturer 
in England, spent a fortune trying to estab- 
lish communistic villages in his own coun-

try and the United States. Hawthorne, 
Charles A. Dana, and other Americans of 
eminent ability, founded the famous Brook 
Farm settlement. Louis Blanc carried on a 
systematic agitation for socialism in France. 

By 1860 this wave of Utopianism had spent 
itself. Louis Blanc and his followers were 
crushed in the revolution of 1848. The social- 
ists of England and the United States were 
disheartened by the universal breakdown of 
communistic experiments, A Frenchman, 
writing in an encyclopedia in 1865, expressed 
the general opinion when he said that social- 
ism was dead and gone and had now only a 
historical interest. And in a way he was 
right. The old, fanciful, and impracticable 
socialism was dead. But at the time when its 
opponents were most confidently congratu- 
lating themselves upon its extinction, Ferdi- 
nand Lassalle was. beginning an agitation 
which set all Germany by the ears and pre- 
luded the spread of the doctrines of a new 
socialism over the civilized world. 


Of Jewish parentage, Lassalle was a beauti- 
ful and precocious youth, and had in man- 
hood qualities which dazzled all who came 
near him. Fair. women fell victims to his 
winning manners, beautiful brown hair, and 
handsome face and shape. His witty and 
agreeable conversation and capacity for 
drink made him a favorite at every club. The 
range, depth, grasp, and splendor of his 
mind won him the friendship and admiration 
of the ablest men in Germany, including 
Prince Bismarck. His courageous and disin- 
terested devotion to and advocacy of what 
he deemed the cause of the proletariat made 
him the idol of the working classes. His ora- 
tory was logical, brilliant, and passionate, 
his energy enormous, his will indomitable. 
He was a bornagitator. As George Brandes 
says, the word “agitator ’’ seems to haw® 
been made for him. , | 

Lassalle, then 38 years old, organized at 
Leipsic in May, 1863, the Universal German 
Workingmen’'s association. This was the 
real beginning of his propaganda.* The ob- 
ject of his agitation was to get the govern- 
ment of the German empire to make loans of 
money to codperative associations of work- 
ingmen, and thus enable the workers to build 
up industrial plants which could successfully 
compete with the industrial concerns oper- 
ated by private capitalists. He saw thatthe 
government could never be got to make the 
proposed lo@ns as long as it was dominated 
by the higher classes: Therefore, as a neces- 
sary means to the desired end, he urged the 
workingmen to organize “ for the purpese of 
a legal and peaceful but unwearying, un- 
ceasing agitation for the introduction of uni- 
versal, direct suffrage in every German 
state.”” The workers were apathetic. The 
government prosecuted him again and again 
for utterayces which it deemed incendiary. 
But Lassdile was irrepressible and indefatig- 
able. He wrote, he spoke, he organized until 
the eyes of all Germany were on him and the 
country was in a ferment. But he was to be 
cut off in the midst of his labors.

Trustees to Establish a Bureau of Geogra- 
phy Showing Raw Products and Their 
Methods of Manufacture. 


The school board has established a bureau 
of geography.for the purpose of supplying 
all the city public schools with collections 
showing various industrial products in their 
raw and manufactured states, tegether with 
the processes of cultivation and manufac- 
turé. Spt. Cooley has asked the exhibiters 
at the St. Louis fair to donate to the schools 
the exhibits for which they have no further 


use. 

It is intended to have the collection show 
facts with relation to the industrial life and 
development of all the countries of. the 
world. Edward 4. Jackson, curator of the 
Chicago Normal school, has been intrusted 
with the work of collecting material at St. 
Louis.

PRODIGAL SON,” by Hall 
Came. (D. Appleton. & Co.), will 
please all who have liked this au- 
thor’s earlier stories.

“OFF THE HIGHWAY,” by AWice Pres- 
cott Smith (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.), is a 
California story about incomprehensible peo- 
ple who do uninteresting things. The au- 
thor’s painful attention has been directed 
to fashioning striking phrases rather than 
to the construction of a reasonab.e plot. Thus 
‘one of the characters has “a dark pulsing 
face’’ which has “often a curious air of 
anachronism when contrasted with the placid 
tomed well drilled faces around him.”

A Novel Dealing with the Divorce Problem. 


OBERT GRANT is not a novelist. He 

is a physician—and a drastic one, 
“Unieavened Bread” was as severe 

a dose as the American woman ever 
swallowed, and UNDERCUR- 
RENT,” Mr. Grant's latest book of didatic 
fiction, is little less severe. The essential 
difference, so far as severity goes, is that in 


“The Undercurrent’ there is a heroine of 
whom both author and reader must needs 


approve. 
The story deals with divorce, and there is 
little to be said pro and con upon that im- 
portant subject that Mr. Grant has not con- 
trived to put in the mouths of his charac- 
ters, He shows divorce at its wanton worst; 
shows it, too, in those phases which make 
it the gate of liberty to the soul degraded 
by a fearful alliance; indicates what the con- 
ditions were before the rights of the individ- 
val came to be considered in place of the 
welded structure of society; and makes plain 
the attitude of the church upon the subject. 
To outline the story hastily, Constance 
Forbes, a well born, poor girl, studying kin- 
dergartening, married Emil Stuart, a brisk 
young man with small éyes, an aggressive 
pompadour, and a tremendously good opin- 
jon of himself. He considered himself first 
a financier and then a politician and was 
furious when time and circumstance proved 
him to have been mistaken in both cases. He 
used his own money and then his wife's, and 
at last made way with the funds of another 
man intrusted to him. About this time he 
decided to desert his wife and two children 
and did so. He was never heard of again. 
Constance, young, lovely, and loving, with 


her little ones, set about the task of making 


her way. She was h€iped by the rector of 
an Episcopal church and by a rich benevo- 
lent woman. In course of time, while she 
was acting as stenographer to a fine, disin- 
terested, and ambitious young attorney, love 
came to her. But she put it aside because 
she was not, as a church Woman, willing to 
marry while her husband was living. In 
contrast to her conduct appears the pro- 
gressive marriage game of a number of mem- 
bers of the “ smart set."’ But if their precipi- 
tate and emotional careers are made to ap- 
pear heinous, Constance’s resoiution, reached 
at the end, to marry her devoted lover, seems 
incontestably right. Mr. Grant may be sure 
that in this decision he will carry even his 
conservative audience with him. 

The book is not amusing and is not intend- 
ed to be so. It is a debate, and is so stir- 
ringly conducted that few Americans will 
be able to regard it with indifference. The

Everything 
happens in an ordinary way. And yet the 
conflict between freedom and the enslave- 
ment of the soul goes on as passionately as 
in any-grandiose play of the old school. 

The story in brief is this: In the Brauer 
household are father and Mother; Gertrude, 
their betrothed daughter; George von Har- 
ten, her flancé; and Marie, their adopted 
child. Marie is the daughter of a thieving 
gypsy woman, but has been brought up by 
the Brauers, and, unrealized by them, has 
grown to be the unthanked drudge of the 
household. George has been educated and 
protected by Brauer. The taste of charity 
is bittér in the palates of both Marie and 
George. They. love each other and secretly 
revolt against the well regulated household 
which sweeps every one into Ks calm and 
orderly ways. Buyt they continue to do their 
duty with a sort of frenzied sense of their 
responsibilities, and only once, and that on 
St. John’s night, does their smothered canal 
sion lé&p out into flame. 

But with morning habit resumes its sway.

COLIN 0. H. FYFFE TELLS OF CHI. 
 CAGO’S MONETARY NEEDS. 


Says New Charter Is Means of Taking 
Municipality Out of “Financial Rut” 
— Declares Council. Appropriation 
Bill Is “Too Narrow,” an@ That It 
Has Caused Endless Litigation— 
Makes Attack on Juul Law, Citing 
Some Flaws. 


Faults in the city’s methods of raising 
money for revenue, which. should be cor- 
rected in the new charter, were outlined last 
night by former Assistant Corporation Cotn- 
sel Colin C. H. Pyffe in a talk to stucents of 
the John Marshall law school. 

Mr. Fyffe devoted most of his attention to 
the insufficiency of the council appropria- 
tion bill, which he characterized as ** too nar- 
row " for Chicago’s requirements. He also 
suggested changes in the method of adjusting 
the tax assessments to the city budget in the 
county clerk’s office, concluding with some 
pointed criticism of the Juul law. ‘ 


Finances the Most Important. 

*“ Financial necessity has been the mother 
of the new charter movement,”.said Mr. 
Fyffe, and; therefore,’ in the construction 
of the new charter, provision for adequate 
finances for the city should receive the most 
attention. The city is-in a financial rut, 
where it has been*for many years. There 
will be much discussion as to the enabling 
measures of the new charter on this score, 
and it is the duty of every citizen to study 
closely: the financial difficulties of our mu- 
nicipality.”’ 

With the taxing bodies and their methods 
Mr. Fyffe found no fault, and declared that 
the new charter framers will be able to make 
few improvements in thea present system. 
Of the shortcomings of the appropriation bill, 
however, he said: 

“There are many stumbling blocks in this 
part of the statute which need elimination. 
Endless litigation has been their product, and 
departments of the municipality repeatedly 
have been tied up for absurd reasons. Some 
provision should be made in the new charter 
for broader appropriations when the city 
council deems them proper. Again, there 
should be allowance for the transfer of sur- 
plus appropriations.”
